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PREFACE. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Saffron  Walden  Rural  District  Council. 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1925. 

This  is  the  Fifty-Hmh  Annual  Report  which  has  been  issued,  and 
in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  it  is 
arranged  as  a  Survey  Report. 

As  regards  Vital  Statistics,  the  birth-rate  for  the  year  is  slightly 
lower  than  the  average  for  the  past  five  years.  The  death-rate  is  the 
lowest  for  five  years. 

The  number  of  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  is  rather  high,  but 
a  considerable  proportion  of  them  refer  to  persons  who  have  been 
temporarily  resident  in  the  district. 

Only  two  cases  of  Diphtheria,  and  one  of  Scarlet  Fever  were 
notified. 

The  housing  conditions  are  improving  to  some  extent,  hut  there 
is  still  a  considerable  shortage  of  houses.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA. 

Hospitals  : — The  Hospital  for  infectious  diseases  is  the  Saffron 
Walden  Urban  and  Rural  Joint  Fever  Hospital,  It  is  situated  within 
a  mile  of  the  town,  and  has  an  accommodation  of  21  beds.  The 
Hospital  is  administered  by  a  Joint  Hospital  Board,  constituted  under 
Section  279  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

A  Small-pox  Hospital  is  provided,  jointly  with  the  Saffron  Walden 
Urban  and  other  Districts  of  North-West  Essex.  It  is  situated  at 
Sible  Hedingham.  The  Saffron  Walden  General  Hospital,  which  has 
an  accommodation  of  40  beds,  is  available  for  noil-infectious  and 
accident  cases. 
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Ambulance  Facilities  ' — A  motor  ambulance,  in  connection  with  the 
Joint  Fever  Hospital,  provided  for  the  conveyance  of  infectious  cases. 
Another  motor  ambulance,  provided  by  the  St.  John’s  Ambulance 
Association,  is  available  for  non-infectious  and  accident  cases. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres  :  —  There  is  an  Infant  Welfare 
Centre  at  Debden  Village,  the  Centre  is  maintained  on  a  voluntary 
basis,  under  the  control  of  a  Voluntary  Committee,  to  whom  a  grant 
is  made  by  the  Essex  County  Council. 

The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  for  the  District,  provided  by  the 
Essex  County  Council,  is  situated  in  Saffron  Walden. 

Public  Health  Officers  : — The  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  District 
is  Mr.  A.  E.  PiTsiow.  This  officer  also  acts  as  Meat  Inspector  for 
the  District. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home  .—  Midwifery,  district  nursing, 
aud  certain  nursing  duties  in  connection  with  Tuberculosis,  School 

Medical  Work,  and  Infant  Welfare  are  carried  out  by  eight  District 
Nurse  Mid  wives.  These  nurses  are  employed  by  local  District  Nursing 
Associations  which  are  affiliated  to  the  Essex  County  Nursing 

Association. 

Chemical  Work  —Analyses  of  water  supplies  aud  of  samples  from 
streams  or  rivers  where  pollution  is  suspected,  are  made  by  the 

Public  Analyst  for  Cambridge,  Mr.  J.  West  Knight,  f.j.c.,  f.c.s. 

Legislation  in  Force  : — No  Local  Acts  or  General  Adoptive  Acts 
are  in  force  in  the  District. 

BANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  : — The  available  water  is  limited  throughout  the  district. 
The  water  supply  i3  chiefly  from  the  chalk.  On  the  higher  chalk 

areas,  some  of  which  are  covered  with  boulder  clay,  the  deep  wells 
derive  their  supply  from  the  higher  strata  of  the  chalk,  or  from  seams 
of  sand  in  the  boulder  clay.  These  wells  yield  a  good  average  supply, 
but  some  are  liable  to  become  dry  in  the  event  of  a  succession  of 
dry  seasons  resulting  in  a  fall  of  the  plane  of  saturation. 
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The  underground  watershed  is  at  Ridding  Green,  whidi  has  an 
elevation  at  the  Well  mouth  of  814‘18.  Tho  l<>, vel  of  the  chalk  water 
in  this  Well  varies  from  218  feet  to  220  feet  above  Ordnance  datum. 
From  this  watershed  the  plane  of  saturation  hills  northward  through 
Newport,  Wenden,  Littlebury  at  Gt.  Chesterford  where  it  is  121  feet 
above  Ordnance  datum.

Rivers  and  Streams  :  —The  river  Cam,  which  flows  through  Newport 
and  Great  Cbesterford,  is,  to  some  extent,  polluted  by  sewage  from 
these  villages.  This  could  only  be  remedied  by  the  adoption  of  modern 
systems  of  sewerage. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage  : — The  villages  of  Rickling  and  Quendon 
are  provided  with  a  joint  system  of  sewerage  by  means  of  a  piped 
sewer  having  outlet  into  settling  tanks.  In  none  of  the  other  small 
villages  is  a  system  of  sewerage  necessary.  Slops  are  generally  distributed 
on  land  without  causing  a  nuisance.  In  the  larger  villages,  Newport  and 
Great  Chesterford,  the  conditions  are  not  so  satisfactory.  Old  and 
defective  storm  water  drains  are  now  used  to  convey  slopwater,  etc., 
and  are  liable  to  give  rise  to  nuisances.  Modern  Sewerage  is  required 
in  these  villages. 

During  the  year  the  Rural  District  Council  has  had  under 
consideration  the  Sanitary  Condition  of  Newport  and  an  Enginneer 
was  appointed  who  presented  a  report  with  plans  for  a  General 
Sewage  Scheme  and  Water  Supply.  The  estimated  cost  of  the 
combined  schemes  was  £13,700.  Application  was  made  to  the  Un¬ 
employment  Grants  Committee  for  a  grant  so  that  the  works  might 
be  carried  out,  but  this  was  refused.  The  matter  was  then  postponed, 
as  it  was  considered  that  the  cost  of  the  schemes  would  be  beyond 
the  rateable  possibilities  of  the  parish. 

Closet  Accommodation  .-—The  estimated  number  of  water  closets  in 
the  area  is  370.  Privies  of  the  old  type  are  being  replaced  by  pail 
closets.  The  approximate  number  of  each  is  1932  pail  closets  and  450 
privies. 
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Scavenging  .--Public  scavenging,  removal  and  disposal  of  refuse 
from  houses,  pail  closets,  etc.  is  carried  out  in  the  larger  villages, 
Newport  and  Great  Chesterford.  In  the  other  villages,  which  are  for 
the  most  part  small  and  scattered,  house-holders  are  responsible  for 
the  removal  of  refuse  and  cleansing  of  closets,  ashpits,  and  cesspools.

According  to  the  Census  Enumeration  of  1921  about  250 
families  were  then  living  in  cramped  and  unhealthy 
conditions.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply  The  general  sanitary  conditions  of  Cowsheds  and 

Milk  Shops  is  fairly  satisfactory.  All  premises  are 
systematically  inspected.  Regulations  under  the 
Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  order  are  in  force. 
There  are  in  the  area  thirty-two  registered  Cow-keepers  or 
Purveyors  of  Milk.

PREVALENCE  OF,  &  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 
The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  was  very  low  during  the 

year. 

There  have  been  no  “return”  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever. 
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A  supply  of  Diphtheria  anti-toxin  is  kept  at  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
and  it  is  the  practice  of  local  doctors  to  treat  patients  with  anti¬ 
toxin  as  soon  as  there  is  clinical  evidence  of  diphtheria  present. 

The  Schick  and  Dick  tests  have  not  been  used. 

General  Bacteriological  Examinations  are  made  by  the  Essex 
County  Laboratory,  where  the  following  specimens  were  examined 
during  the  year  :

Vaccination  : — No  vaccinations  were  performed  by  the  Medical 

Officers  of  Health,  as  no  persons  who  had  been  in  contact  with  Small 
Pox,  and  had  not  been  re-vaccinated  came  into  the  district. 

During  the  year  75  children  were  vaccinated,  and  there  were  48 
exemptions  owing  to  conscientious  objections.  The  numbers  of  vaccin¬ 
ations  per  cent,  of  births  in  the  district  is  therefore  less  than  50. 

Non- notifiable  Acute  Infectious  Diseases  •' — 

These  were  not  unusally  prevalent  during  the  year. 

The  notification  of  these  diseases  by  the  Head  Teachers  is  valuable 
especially  in  the  early  stages  of  epidemics.  Only  one  death  from 

Influenza  occurred  during  the  year. 

Cleansing  and  Disinfection  ■' — 

There  is  no  Cleansing  Station  in  the  Area. 

Disinfection,  by  means  of  fumigation  or  formalin  Spray  is 
carried  out  in  premises  where  infectious  disease  has  occurred,  and  in 
other  cases  when  considered  advisable.
